There is no Indication in official cir­ 
cles of any immediate steps to enjoin 
the merger or attack It In the courts, 
either in a civil or criminal action. 
The jMAlJey of tho attorney general's

tion has become so well established in 
dealing with such matters 'hat its fu­ 
ture course with respect to tho latest 
combination can be accurately fore­
